The II eubr andenbur g~Tr oil enhagen (H ?4/U 67 ) airfield could 
not be approached on 17 December 1949 as It was strictly 
guarded. According to field workers , nine fighters w ere 
Aarfoed in two damaged hangars*, Trucks | 
left the field*, 


On 29 December 1949 there was no flying at the field as it 
was hazy weather. The landing- field, which is on a plateau 
and strictly guarded, could not be seen. Workers did 
excavation work on the northern edge of the field. 

A local resident stated that reconstruction of the field 
had been under way since March 1949. The old concrete 
runway was almost doubled in length. Fighters and biplanes 
have been there for about four* weeks and since then the field 
has been strictly guarded and individual flights observed.

Aircraft coming from the east landed at the field in hazy 
weather and limited visibility. The road on the east edge 
of the field was blocked at one place. Only destroyed hangars 
and aircra ft wrecks were seen as it was hazy. Kitchen truck 
Iwas seen on the road.
